He. divided the subjects into six 
classes as follows: 
Dent, flint, 


pop-corn, sweet coin, soft corn 
and pod corn. Each of these class- 
es was defined and described. 


Moisture Test 


In connection with his talk, he 


took occasion to predict that in 
the near future corn w ould be sold 
not by weight but by moisture 
tests. In illustrating this he per- 
formed experiments 
ascertaining 


the amount 01 moisture 'in four 
specimen ears of corn. One show- 
ed 9, one, 13.2, and two, 14.5 per- 
cent moisture. 
The eai showing 


nine percent had hung beside a 
furnace since last fall. The a\er- 
age moistuie percent, he declared 
was about 20 to 25 percent. 
The 


less moisture the ear 
contained, 


the less weight, and hence the 
more food value per pound. For 
this reason, he predicted, that this 
feature would soon be considered 
in the buying and selling of corn. 


Ohio, lie continued, leads the 


T'nion, in a ten year acreage aver- 
age for COITJ production with an 
average for the ten years of 35.6 
bushe,ls. In November 
the 1915 


crop of corn still showed consid- 
erable moisture according to tests. 


Soil Differs 


In reply to the question as to 


not he stated without first experi- 
menting. The soil characteristics 
differ in different parts of the 
county and ior that reason what 
would be best corn for one farm 
would not be the best for the oth- 
ers. 
He explained that Bulletin 


No. 282 irotu the Ohio state Ex- 
periment station at AVooster con- 
tained the best references to dii 
ferent tests iort corn and soil w ith 
which he was familiar. Experi- 
ments, he said, had 
shown that 


there was no appreciable differ- 
ence iu the seed value of the tap- 
eriug and the cylindrical ear of 
corn, and that it paid to use ferti- 
lizer, the kind, however, to be de- 
cided by soil test^ 


The i est oi the session during 


the morning was taken up ^ith a 
demonstration of the methods ol 
sheep-judging and the use of the 
scoring card in use by the Ohio 
State Cmveisity. 
Mr. Pollock 


had charge of this part of the pro- 
gra m. 


The afternoon session was open- 


ed by Mr. Hanger who spoke on 
Manure. He declared that the val- 
ue oi manure depended 
first on 


the animals producing it; second- 
ly on the nature of the ieed given 
the animals, and finally the care 
taken of manure afterwards.

Hundred* of Farmers Hear Expert 


Lecture at Walhonding Agricult- 
ural Extension School—Scientific 
Tests Made—Interest Continues 
to Grow. 


Continued interest and large at- 


tendance marked the sessions of. 
the Walbonding agricultural ex- 
tension school Wednesday. Those 
in attendance 
numbered 
more 


than one hundred at each oJ the 
morning and. afternoon sessions. 


The opening session of the ag- 


ricultural dmsion was addressed 
by Mr. Hager who spoke on Corn. 
lie divided the subjects into six 
classes as follows: 
Dent, Hint, 


pop-corn, sweet 
corn, soft corn 


and pod corn. Each of these class- 
es was defined and described. 


Moisture Test 


Tn connection with his talk, he 


took occasion to predict that in 
the near future corn would be sold 
not by weight but by moisture 
tests. In illustrating this he per- 
formed experiments ascertaining 
the amount oi moisture ' in four 
specimen ears of corn. One show- 
ed 9, one, 13.2, and two, 14.3 per- 
cent moisture. 
The ear showing 


nine percent had hung beside a 
furnace since last fall. The aver- 
age moisture percent, he declared 
was about 20 to 25 percent. The 
less moisture the ear 
contained, 


the less weight, and hence the 
fnore food value per pound. For 
this reason, he predicted, that this 
feature would soon be considered 
in the buying and selling of corn. 


Ohio, he continued, leads the 


I'nion, in a ten year acreage aver- 
age for con* production with an 
average for the ten years of 35.6 
bush^K In November the 1915 
crop of corn still showed consid- 
erable moisture according to tests. 


SoU Differs 


Tn reply to the question as to 


which kind of corn should be 
planted on Coshocton county land, 
Mr. Hanger stated that tnis couki 
not, be stated without h'rst cxperi- 
imentiii". The soil characteristics 
differ in different parts of the 
county and for that reason what 
! would be best corn for one farm 
\\ould not be the best for the oth- 
ers. 
He explained that Bulletin 


No. 282 from the Ohio state Ex 
perimcnt station at Wooster con- 
tained the best references to du 
fevent tests for^corn and soil with 
which he was * familiar. 
Experi- 


ments, he said, had shown that 
there was no appreciable differ- 
ence ia the seed value of the tap- 
ering and the cylindrical ear of 
corn, and that it paid to use ferti- 
lizer, the kind, however, to be de- 
cided by soil tests. 


The rest of the session during 


the morning Avas taken up with a 
demonstration of the methods of 
sheep-judging and the use of the 
scoring card in use by the Ohio 
State University. 
Mr. Pollock 


had charge of this part of 111e pro- 
gram. 


The afternoon session was open- 


ed by Mr. Hanger who spoke on 
Manure. He declared thai the val- 
ue of manure depended 
first on 


the animals producing it; second- 
ly on the nature of the feed given 
the animals, and dually the care 
taken of manure afterwards. 


Talks On Fertilizer 


The following estimates of the 


amount of chemicals in a ton of 
manure were quoted. 
A ton of 


manure on the average contains— 
"12 pounds of nitrogen, 5 pounds

FIVE KILLED IN 


TERRIBLE FIRE 


Proprietor Of Hotel Alleged 


To Have Hired Clerk To 
Start Blaze 


Newark, Ohio, March. 1.—A. O. 


Kern. 35, was arrested early todu\ 
by deputy state lire martjhall on 
a cbiirge of arson, it being alleged 
thai he hired Arlluu- Grubb, 35, 
to set lire to Kcin's hotel, Junu- 
ai.v (>, 1914. 
Fi\e persons were 


burned to death and four others 
injured. Some of the injured lost 
hands or legs, and all \\ ere injured 
•in jumping. (.Irubb, who \\as ar- 
rested yesterday, is said to have 
made a Jull contcssioii saying that 
Kern paid him $10U j.or setting fire 
to the place and threatened to dis- 
charge him as night clerk, ii' he 
did not do the job. 


Grubb poured oil on the furni- 


ture and touched a match. He 
then tried, to arouse the lodgers 
but the flames spread so rapidly 
that they were t'uught in their 
rooms. Grubb himself was badli 
burned.

THE USUAL EXCUSE FOR INCOME TAXES 


In a recent issue The Kansas Citj .Star attempts to excuse tin: 


income tax in the waj generally employed by its apologists. Jt sajs 
that "up to this time most of the huge cost of conducting the gov- 
ernment has been puicl by people oi' .sniiill means." 


This is undeniably true, but as we urged jcstcrday, there is no! 


more justice in taxing a '$5,000 income that is honestly earned than 
there is an income of $2,000 that is dishonestly earned. 
All exces- 


sively large incomes that are unfairly earned arc acquired thru the 
instrumentality of special privilege granted by state or federal gov- 
ernment. 


The most common and pernicious form of governmental aid in 


the amassing of unearned fortunes is the protective tariff. Oi' the 
tariff The Star justly observes; 


"The tariff and excise taxes have come out of the pockets 


of the consumer. He may not have known it, for the taxes 
have been added to the cost of the goods he buys. But he ha* 
paid them, just the same. 


"In this sort of taxation the family of small means pays 


far more in proportion to its ability than the family of wealth. 
The tax on sugar, for instance, amounts to several dollars a year 
for the ordinary family. The millionaire's family pays compar- 
atively little or no more. 


"This sort of discriminatioa Las gone oft for years. About 


the only way to even up is to g'.ve the family of large income a 
chance to pay a direct tax to th3 government. No matter how 
large this tax may be made it will not take so large a share of 


' the possible savings in the case cf the wealthy family as the ex- 


isting1 tariff and excise duties now consume in the case of a fami- 
ly with an income of, say, $1,200 a year. 


"All other considerations aside, the increase in the income 


-. tax to cover the cost of additional defense will merely help to 


even things up and correct an injustice of long standing." 


"All oilier considerations aside," says The Star, "the increase 


in the income tax will merely help to even things up." But, we sub- 


- rait, we have had too many tax laws passed in this country for the 
express purpose of "evening things up." 


We huve tried too long to "correct one injustice" by enacting 


other injustices into law. Wouldn't it be a good thing to begin to 
put makeshifts in taxation aside, to leave off tryinff-to-eowect one 
etaivtory injustice by enacting another statutory injustice and to 
try the plan of measuring every system of taxation, not by the stand- 
ard of expediency, but by the simple standard of JUSTICE? 


Everj" indirect sj-stem of taxation the uorld has ever known lias 


bristled with injustice. There would be no such thing as an indirect 
• system of taxation if the desire did not exist on the part of a few 
to saddle the burdens of taxation on the many. And of all the un- 
fair, unscrupulous and unjust methods of making the many bear the 
burdens of government for the benefit of the few, a protective tariff, 
fee shown above by The Star, easily stands in first place. As a cun-

of phosphoric acid and 10 pounds 
ot potash." Annually, he declar- 
ed, $30,000,000 were lost because 
ol neglect ot the value oi manure, 
and that $4,000,000 was spent lor 
plant foods thru fertilizers to 
make up for this loss. 
' 


The value of manures, he stated, 


could be increased by the addition 
of lioats and acid phosphates, ad- 
ding one pound ol" phosphites to 
eacli 3000 pounds of aiimtql pro- 
ducing the supply. It was also 
stated that a continued applica- 
tion of fertilizer from year to 
year in small quantities showed a 
quicker and more satisfactory ic- 
sult than heavy intermittent ap- 
plications. This .was illustrated 
by a test plot, of which it was 
said that after manuring the plot 
annually lor 20 years, the practice 
was discontinued but results weie 
evident for twenty years follow- 
ing. The manuring value of crops 
allowed to stand and thus fertilize 
the ground was given as follows: 
One ton oi clover hay, $8 35; 1 ton 
wheat straw, $2.72 -. 1 toil timothy 
hay, $4.30.
